‘There is no doubt the important 
matter of competent offictals is one 
that requires thoughtful consideration, 
Some comprehensive scheme whereby 
the trouble of incompetency may be 
eliminated is surely feasible. At the 
same time I consider that if players 
and spectators would take Suteliffe'’s 
advice to “study the laws of the game 
and have them at your finger ends,” 
the vexed problem would be partially 
solved, 


Having given some attention to the 
progress and responsibililies of a; 
referee, also to the question ag it ef- 
fects us locally, we wi now proceed 
to discuss his duties and powers, I 
will not quote the full text of Law 138, 
but deal only with the main points. 

Much is left to the referee's ability 
and discretion, as the mere list of his 
duties and powers indicates. He has 
to “enforce the laws," taking the first 
move in all) cases when the game is 
noe being played properly. He must 
“decide all disputed points.” He: is 
bound to decide and cannot leave any 
point or fact open for discussion, His 
decision is final. 


The chart says, “It Is tmpossible for 
a referee to hope to please everybody.

the timekeeping, need no comment, ag 
our local referees have always given

Violent and bad language is held to 
be violent conduct. 

Three further important powers 
Placed in the hands of the referee 
(a) Allow for time wasted; (b) Power 
to suspend a game; (c) Power to ter- 
minate a game. The allowance for 
time wasted is a very necessary power, 
and the reason for same will be ob- 
vious to everybody, There has never 
been any reason to suspend a game 
here,, but on one or two occasions 
games have had to be terminated on 
account of darkness, 

Befo discussing Law 13, there is 
one point which may have received a 
wrong interpretation by our local of- 
telals. It has always been contendel 
that the result of any game anust 
ttand and cannot be altered. Author- 
ity for the contention is the clause 
which says, ‘This decision on points 
of fact connected with the play shall 
be final.” 

After quoting the above clause, 
Referees’ Chart adds, “So far as 
result of the game is concerned.” 

In other copies of the rules of the 
game which [ have in my possession 
che second clause quoted is not shown, 
and [ question whether it forms part 
of the laws.
